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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT/COMMENT 

1 . An Applicant's Request for Reconsideration filed on March 20, 2010 has been entered. 
Overall, claims 7-15 and 18-26 are pending in this application. 

Claims 

2. This application is in the condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 18-26 
non-elected without traverse. Therefore, claims 18-26 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant has persuasively argued on page 3 of the Request for Reconsideration that 
Kitahara et al. fail to disclose or suggest a step of "maintaining a constant fuel flow amount of 
primary injection, increasing a fuel flow amount of the secondary injection, and increasing the 
air flow according to an increase in the variable back-pressure such that the diesel engine 
delivers a constant torque during a transition to the regeneration mode (of a NOx trap)". 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
